THE DANKMEYER COLLECTION, 

WITH A FEW ADDITIONS. 

The Dankmeyer collection consists mainly of 
old Dutch masters, of masters of the old Eng¬ 
lish school, and of the modern Dutch school. 

The exponent of the modern Dutch, Charles 
Dankmeyer, whose pictures form nearly one- 
fifth of the whole collection, we will first con¬ 
sider. 

He is, without contradiction, one of the most 
original and most sturdy of the modern Dutch 
painters. 

He studied at the Antwerp Academy, and 
after he was through with his course, earned a 
gold medal there. 

He then returned to his native Holland, where 
he began a serious self-education in his art, and 
freed himself of academical restraints that had 
tied him down. 

He became a pupil of Mauve, in Laaren, 
where he faithfully worked out his own career, 
not allowing himself to be hampered at all by 
the peculiarities of the great teacher, but fol¬ 
lowing his own inclinations. 

So we see, then, to-day, almost no trace of 
Mauve in any of his creations, except the poetry 
of nature, great veracity in his treatment, and 
superior technical skill. 

In his city views we may compare him more 
readily with Jacob Maris—if it were not that 
Dankmeyer’s color is richer and that his touch 
is broader. 

He is almost as versatile as Jacob Maris, who 
is undoubtedly, in point of versatility of sub- 
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ject, as well as treatment, the foremost painter 
of Holland. 

It has been only within the last few years, 
say since the World’s Fair at Chicago, that the 
Dutch school has been known to any extent in 
this country. The French school, until then, 
held the minds of art lovers occupied, almost 
exclusively. 

But the strong success won at Chicago com¬ 
manded an appreciation of the Dutch school 
almost instantly, and it is not much of a proph¬ 
esy to predict that it will take root more and 
more among the real art lovers in this country. 

Since the World’s Fair the canvases of Dank- 
meyer have not been seen in this country, and 
his works are extremely rare on this continent; 
but we do not hesitate to say that these canvases 
of Dankmeyer now exhibited in this collection 
may prove a very valuable investment for the 
lovers of art, inasmuch as it is safe to claim that 
his art will live as long as the Dutch school 
remains the favorite, as it has been for the last 
three hundred years. 

This brings us back to the ©ID DlltCb School, 
which is well represented in this Dankmeyer 
collection. These works of that fine old school 
have been picked up by the artist during his 
travels in his native country. Many of them 
have never been removed from the walls of the 
ancient homes in which they were discovered 
by the keen eye of the connoisseur-artist. 

The canvases of these old Dutch paintings 
are in no way gorgeous, nor are they flippant; 
they are the true products of the old Dutch 
school, containing many of the works of the 
greatest artists of all time—such as Ruysdael, 
Hobbema, Franz Hals, Albert Cuyp, Jan Both, 
Nicholas Maes, Peter de Hoogh, Berghem, 
Iyingelbach, Van de Velde, Van der Heist, etc. 

The OiyD English School is well represented 
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by a few but extremely rare and substantial 
canvases. 

In order to get them right, they have been 
selected from the English soil. 

We see, for instance, that the canvas by deorge 
Romney, “Child Crying in the Bath,” was 
bought at the great Romney sale, in 1894, under 
number 171 of the Romney catalogue. We see, 
further, that the two Wilsons, both magnificent 
examples of that favorite landscape painter, 
were bought in London, one from the Biscoe 
collection, the other from the collection of Lord 
Arran. The Moreland is one of the best exam¬ 
ples, we believe, which has been .seen on this 
side of the Atlantic. It has been engraved by 
William Ward. 

The modern paintings in this collection are 
only such as an artist would feel inclined to 
pick up. We mention, especially, those of 
Dankineyer’s friend, Jacob de Jong, who is a 
protege of Dr. A. Bredius, the Director of the 
Gallery of The Hague, whose portrait he painted 
with great success, and for whom he executed 
other valuable commissions. 

Further, the four canvases of Jan Kuypers, 
whose paintings are scarce, but full of force and 
power. 

We mention, especially, two canvases by Ham¬ 
mond, who occupies an exalted rank among 
modern artists, and his pictures are also very 
rare. 

To sum up : There is, among the 126 canvases 
of these different schools, a great variety in 
subject, and of an exceptional quality, and of 
a kind to appeal to true lovers of art.

Morlaud’s good 
work stands very high in the estimation of con¬ 
noisseurs, and especially for those qualities of tech¬ 
nique which are peculiar to Morlaud’s pictures. 

A very large number of Morland’s pictures had 
been engraved during his life time, and we are safe 
in saying that all the most important pictures by 
Morland are thus identified and authenticated by 
these engravings. 

Among the most noted engravers who executed 
plates after him are William Ward, his brother-in- 
law, John Raphael Smith and S. W. Reynolds.
